ACTS OF CONGRESS. 
G. O. 57, H. Q. A., Aug. 13, 1892. 
In response to soqner, we publish the text of the 


acts of Congress appearing in @. O. No. 57, Aug. 18, 
and briefed in the JourRNAL of Aug. 20: 


I, An act toamend an act entitled ‘An act to pro- 
mote theadministration of justice in the Army,” 
approved Oct. 1, 1890. 


“ Suc. 3. That the commanding officers authorised to a 
prove the sentences of summary courts shall have the 
power to remit or mitigate the same."

II, An act toamend the Articles of War, and for 
other purposes. 

“ARTIOLE 17. Any soldier who selis or through neglect 
loses or spoils his horse, arms, clothing, or accoutrements 
shall be punished asa court-martial may adjudge, subject 
to such limitation as may be p bed by the lent by 
virtue of the power vested in him.” 

“ARTIOLE 84. The Judge-advocate shall administer to each 
member of the before they proceed upon any trial, 
the following oath, which shall be taken by all mem- 
bers of regimental and ga m courts-martial; ‘ You, A 
B, do swear that oe will well and truly try and determine, 
according to evidence, the matter now before you, between 
the United States of America and the prisoner to be tried, 
and that you will duly administer justice, without partiality, 
favor, or affection, according to the provisions of the rules 
and articles for the government of the armies of the United 
States, and if any doubt should arise, not capinmes by said 
articles, then according to your conscience, the best of your 
understanding, and the custom of war in like cases; and 
you do further swear that

“ARTICLE 104. No sentence of a court-martial shall be 
carried into execution until the game shall have been ap- 
proved by the officer ordering the court, or by the officer 
commanding for the time be ng. 

No sentence adjudged by a field officer, de- 
tailed to try soldiers of his soqtmsent, shall be carried into 
execution until the same shall have been approved by the 
brigade commander, or, in case there be no brigade com- 
mander, by the commanding officer of the post or camp.” 

SEO. 4. t whenever a court-martial shall sit in closed 
session the judge-advocate shail withdraw, and when his 
legal advice or his assistance in referring to recorded evi- 
dence is required it shall be obtained in open cou 

SECO. 3. That fraudulent enlistment, and the receipt of any 
pay or allowance thereunder, is hereby declared a military 
offence and made punishable by court-martial, under the 
62d Article of War. 

Sno. 4. That judge-advocates of departments and of 
courts-martial, aod the trial officers of summary courts, are 
hereby authorized to administer oaths for the purpose of 
the administration of military justice, and for other pur- 
poses of military administration.

Ssc. 6. That this act shall take effect sixty days after its 


passage.

MEDALS FOR THE JEANNETTE EXPEDITION, 


THE unfortunate Jeannette expedition is again 
brought fresh to mind by the announcement that 
the Navy Department is at last prepared to comply 
with the act of Sept. 30, 1890, authorizing the pre- 
sentation of medals to the narticipaots, or their 
heirs. Engineer-in-Chief Melville, the only surviv- 
ing officer of that expedition, whose heroic conduct 
justly entitles him to the consideration, was the firet 
recipient of one of these medals. [t was formally 

resented to bim, accompanied by the following 
etter, on Oct. 11: 


Sir: In vursuance of an Act of Congress, approved 
Sept. 30, 1890. it gives me very great pleasure to be the med- 
ium of presenting to you the accompanying gold medal in 
commemoration of the perils encountered by you, and as 
an expression of the high esteem, in which Congress holds 
your services as Chief Engineer of the Jeannette Expedi- 
tion. Very respectfully. 

B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy. 


Thirty-three of these medals—eight gold and 25sil- 
ver—were stricken off. The design. which is the 
work of Assistant Eagineer M. A. Anderson, is very 

retty and appropriate. The inscription is as fol- 
OW 8: 


“In commemoration of the perils encountered, and is an 
expression of the hieh esteem in which Congress holds bis 
services—Act approved Sept. 30, 1890." 


All those entitled to receive the gold medals have 
been located. These are the wife of Lieut. Dr. 
Long, father of Lient. Chipp, wife of Lieut. Danen- 
bower, brother of P. A. Surg. Ambler, Administra- 
tor of [ce Pilot Dunbar, brother of (Journalist and 
Meteorologist) Collins,“and Raymond L. Newcomb, 
naturalist. The latter and Engineer-in-Chief Mel- 
ville are the only two survivors who received gold 
medals.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Although full information{of the composition of 
apyrite is not obtainable, it is known that nitro-eel- 
lulose enters Jargely into it. It is claimed that this 
age! burns without flame or smoke, that it can 

handled and transported without danger, and 
that itis not affected by moisture or heat. Accord- 
ing to the Revue Scientifique, experiments recent] 
made at Stockholm showed that twenty shots with 
apyrite did not heat the gun as much as fifteen shots 
of ordinary Swedish powder, or as ten shots of ni- 
tro-glycerine powder. Neither does it foul the gun, 
900 shots with it leaving the gun clean. The same 
authority states that with the new magazine gun 
used in Sweden, 3-5 grammes, or about }¢th of an 
ounce, will give an initial velocity of 640 metres, or 
2,080ft., with a pressure of 2,260 atmospheres. The 
mapufacture of this powder requires, it is said, 
neither special appliances nor buildings. 





M. Maro Lanpry, in the Yacht, suggests that the 
invention of the system of optic firing, recently 
described in the JouRNAL, may be the preiude toa 
revolution in naval construction, as training is un- 
necessary in the laying of guns. To bring the im- 
age of the mark to the middle of the screen isa 
matter of the greatest simplicity, and then it only 
remains to discharge the gun. The lens, in fact, 
takes the place of the eye with far keener vision, and 
the image may be formed, not solely ina dark 
chamber, but behinda screen. lt is proposed to 
apply the system to military field pieces. The op- 
tic system was devised by Comdr. Baron Bonnin de 
Fraysseix of the French Navy, and has had thorough 
trials long continued on the Couronne, Daguesclin, 
Hoche, Courbet, and the Acheron. lt has been ex- 

erimented with for six months on the latter vessel 

y a committee with Rear Admiral Rocomaure as 
President. The increase of hits with the same men 
from 4 per cent. to 60 per cent. 300, instead of 20 out 
of 500 is certainly aremarkable result. Lncreased 
rapidity of fire is also gained, and the gunners are 
saved from exposure. The Mioistry of Marine has 
adopted the invention for several of the newer ships 
of the French Navy. The prineiple of the inven- 
tion, says the London Times, “is that of the camera 
obscura, and the convex lens is screwed into the 
gun ia place of the foresight. Reflecting mirrors 
convey the image to a white circular screen, which 
occupies a secure position, and which is arranged 80 
that, when the image of the object to be fired at 
overlies its exact centre, the gun is properly 
trained. Experiments with le tir optique were first 
made so long ago as 1878 on board the training ship 
Souverain, but were afterwards for a long time 
abandoned. Tbey were resumed in 1890 on board 
the St. Louis, and subsequently on board the Du- 
guesclin, Hoche, Courbet and Acheron; and last year 
@ commission was appointed to examine into the 
merits of the invention. This has reported in the 
most favorable terms. The system seems to be 
specially advantageous for use in turrets, in that it 
obviates the necessity for signting directly from 
the ports or from sighting-hoods, and in that it 
enables the size of ports to be considerably reduced.”’

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE fleet of the French General Transatlantic Oom 
pany represents an investment of over $27,000,000 in 
68 vessels of an aggregate burthen of 175,356 tons, 
and an aggregate force of 176,900 horse-power. 


A ourRIoUs statement regarding the disaster to the 
American and German warships in the famous bur- 
ricane at Samva on March 15, 1889, is made by Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson in his new book “ E ght Years 
of Trouble in Samoa.” It will be remembered that 
this hurricaae ocourred when the political trouble 
in the island were at their height, and great jealousy 
existed among the several white nations represent- 
ed there. In that hurricane the three American 
warships and the three German warships stationed 
at Apia were wrecked, together with some fiftees 
merchant vessels. The British warship Calliope 
was the only man-of-war that escaped, and she 
steamed out tosea and outrode the storm. Mr. 
Stevenson says the loss of the warships was rathers 
political than a nautical catastrophe. Under ordi: 
nary circumstances, he says, they would and could 
all have steamed out of the harbor at the first siga 
of the hurricane, and could have easily escaped. 
But the jealous and hostile feeling between the 
Germans and Americans was 80 great that neither 
was at all inclined to up anchor and steam out to 
certain safety leaving the otherin occupation of the 
harbor. Mr. Stevenson blames the Germans for the 
whole of the trouble in Samoa.

Tue Court-martial convened at Norfolk, Va., last 
week for the trial of Passed Assistant Paymaster 
Harry R. Sullivan, U.8.N., has concluded its labors 
and the record has been turned over to the Navy 
Department by Lieutenant Lauchheimer, the judge 
advocate of the court. We are reliably informed 
that Mr. Sullivan was acquitted of the more serious 
charge of embezzlement, found guilty of some of 
the less serious charges, involvibg technical viola- 
tions of the regulations, and sentenced to dismissal. 
We further learn that the burden ef the proof devel- 
oped by the testimony seemed to be that Paymaster 
Sullivan’s clerk, who has since deserted, had profited 
by the sale of stores tothe several messes aboard 
the Jamestown and through the conversion of Amer- 
ican coin into foreign coin, and that these pecula- 
tions were carried on without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the Paymaster. Mr. Sullivan pleaded guilty 
to the charges involving certain technical viola- 
tions, such as paying the men more money than the 
amounts authorized by the commanding officer, and 
for keeping certain accounts in lead pencil instead 
of ink. The testimony, it is understood, showed no 
criminal intent or act. It is expected that the sen- 
tence will be mitigated te suspension.

Tus C.8. coast survey steamer Blake left new 
York, October 13, for Fort Monroe, Va. 
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The Purttan is provided with a large.deak- 0 
or superstructure, extending frem one turret te the 
other, and subdivided tnto quarters for both the 
officers and the crew. This will give opportunities 
for the ventilation of the ship and for communica- 
tion with the engine room and other quarters 
below, even in a storm at sea, and will, it is 
thought, prevent discomfort from heat below deck. 
She has eight boilers, fitted with appliances for 
forced draught. She has twin screws, with engines 
of the horisontal compound type, capable of develop- 
ing 8,700 horse power with natural draught, and 
produeing a speed of twelve knots, while with 
forced draught she will develop nearly 5,000 horse 
power and a speed of over thirteen knots. The hull 
is protected by an armor belt 5 feet 7 inches deep 
of 14 inches in thickness to a point below the water 
line from which it tapers to 6 inches at the armor 
shelf. This belt extends 150 feet along the middle 
part of the ship, protecting engines, boilers, maga- 
zines and shell rooms. Immediately forward and 
aft of this belt the armor is reduced in thickness to 
ten inches for a distance of 20 feet, and is further 
reduced to a thickness of 6 inches at the ends of 
the ship. The armor is strongly supported by a 
wood backing and a system of rigid frames and 
girders. The main deck is covered by steel plating 
two inches thick. The ship will carry 450 tons of 
coal. 

The Puritan has all her engines and boilers on 
board, and the hull construction is completed; but 
the armor for the turrets and sides has not yet been 
delivered. It is hoped, however, that deliveries will 
begin soon and that this big ship will be ready for 
commission within the next two years.

THE DETACHABLE RAM. 


We give in the figures herewith the designs of Mr. 
Jaques, which he submitted to the Iron and Steel 
Institute, in connection with his paper on U. 8. war 
material. Fig.6 gives the projectile, which is in- 
tended to be discharged under water from a vessel, 
to act as what Mr. Jaques termsa detachable ram. 
The main characteristic featuresare: (1) The substi- 
tution of special packing for the valves formerly 
used, which were open to the objection of causing 
premature explosion by being struck by the firing 
pin of the projectile, and (2) the employment of 
compressed air to control the firing position of the

Figs. 1, 2, etc., show an aerial subaquatic projectile, 
recommended by Mr. Jaques, tor which he claims 
special power of instantaneous discharge and rapid- 
ity of flight. On this he adds the following: “An 
serial subaquatic torpedo has been designed for the 
Ericsson Coast Defence Co., which possesses, in ad- 
dition to ita aerial range, an automatic subsqueous 
range of sufficient scope to havea very large addi- 
tional chance of getting in its destructive work. 
Several of these have been finished and delivered to 
the War and Navy Departments. The effective zone 
of submerged high explosives being limited, their 
destructiveness as used in aerial torpedoes has hith- 
erto depended solely on the accuracy of range, very 
hard to obtain, except at very close quarters, as 
they must be dropped very close to the vessel's side. 
The object of the Ericsson Co.’s serial subaquatic 
projectile is to secure such an automatic steering of 
the projectile in a vertical plane, after it enters 
the water, that whether this takes place ata dis- 
tance of 100 ft. or 700 ft. from the vessel’s side, the 
projectile will bit the submerged hull ata prede- 
termined depth. The pilot shell is detachable, and 
only intended to be used against vessels carrying 
torpedo nets. Its object is to destroy the net, open- 
ing a breach of sufficient size to enable the projec- 
tile to pass through.” 

The working out of the system suggests difficul 
ties and complications to our mind, and we do no 
see how the matter can be readily simplified.

The system 
in which [am most interested—and the success of 
which lam most confident--is the first, that of the 
under-water attack pure and simple. The pilot 
shell is attached to the point of the projectile and 
explodes on contact with nete, thus opening a way 
fur the projectile’s passage. Instead of the arrange- 
ment being complex and difficult to carry out as 
you suggest, all the details are very strong and 
simple, and the tests thua far made show excellent 
results, as will appea: from tbe enclosed slip.” 

The Board upon the Ericsson torpedo boat De- 
stroyer say:

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DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORTS. 


THE annual report of Maj.-Gen. N. A. Miles was 
made public this week. With appendices compris- 
ing the reports of the officers of the Department 


staff, it makes a voluminous document, bat the re-, 


port proper is unusually brief. Its most striking 
featare isareport of a special investigation by 
Capt. J. M. Lee, 9ih Inf., as tothe cause of the 
serious dissatisfaction among the Obeyenne and 
Arapaboe Indians in May last. This trouble is at- 
tributed directly to fraud perpetrated upon the Ia- 
diaus in connection with the Cherokee strip which 
was opened up to settlement last spring. Of the 
$15,000,000 appropriated by Oongress for the pay- 
ment of the land secured from the tribes named, it 
appears that $67,500 was paid to attorneys by order 
of the Secretary of the Iaterior for services alleged 
to have been rendered for the Indians. Oapt. Lee 
makes the serious charge that the so-called con- 
tract, by which the attorneys received the $67,500 
fees, ‘*from its incipiency to its final consumma- 
tion, was tainted with misrepresentation, fraud and 
bribery, and is an outrage upon the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians.” The Interior Department is 
seriously reflected upon in these charges. 

Gen. Miles renews his recommendation of last 
year that advantage be taken of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition ‘‘ to mobilize or assemble what is 
known as the National Guard or State militia,” in 
connection with a considerable portion of the Regu- 
lar Army, and increases his estimate from $850,000 
to $1,500,000 as the amount necessary for transpor- 
tation, camp expenses, field equipments and otber 
necessary expenses connected with the encampment. 
Concerning the recent experiments with the bicycle 
in his department, Gen. Miles says the results ob- 
tained, under the most adverse and discouraging 
conditions, prove conclusively that the bicycle will 
in future prove to be a most valuable auxiliary in 
military operations, not only for courier service but 
also for moving organized bodies of men rapidly 
over the country. 

All of his recommendations concerning promotion 
of subordinate officers are renewed by Gen. Miles. 
All the troops of the Department are reported to be 
in a good state of discipline and efficiency and are 
properly drilled and instructed. No Indian disturb- 
ances occurred during the year to call for the in- 
tervention of troops. 





The annual report of Brig.-Gen. Ruger sbows the 
conditions prevailing within the Department of 
California to have been such as to require no active 
operations of the troops. Beneficial results ensued 
from the encampment of the ist Infantry with the 
militia at Santa Cruz in August last. Good pro- 
gress in general instruction at all the posts is re- 
ported. ‘This is considered to be largely due to the 
institution of more comprehensive and systematic 
methods under the provisions of G. O. 80 of 1891 
and G. O. 29 of 1892, relative to theoretical and 
practical instruction at posts. The lyceums estab 
lished at the various posts have had a good effect, 
and in Gen. Ruger’s opinion the final results will be 
very beneficial. Gen. Ruger regrets to state that 
there has been an increase in the percentage of de- 
sertions within the Department during the past year. 
Hie is unable to offer a satisfactory reason for this 
condition of affairs. All the conditions of the ser- 
vice in what relates to the well being of the soldier, 
he says, have been equally as good during the past 
year as in that immediately preceding, and in some 
respects better. 





Col. E. M. Heyl, J. G. Dept., in his annual re- 
port to Gen. Miles states that during the year there 
were in attendance at the military institutions 
where Army officers are instructors 10,138 stu- 
dents. They were well organized into companies, 
and the military instructors seem to perform their 
duties well. The report states, however, that some 
of the colleges thought of the military feature as 
an advertisement only and are not willing to give 
the necessary time to the instruction to make ita 
success. Recommendation is made that at the 
colleges where it is found that no special effort is 
made to make the military feature a success the 
instructor should be relieved and sent to some in- 
stitution that is more progressive and makes some 
effurt to improve its condition. Col. Heyl als» 
recommends that all officers be retired on their 
own application after thirty years’ service, with an 
additional grade to those who served in the war. 
This, he says, would remove stagnation in pro- 
motion and give many officers an additional grade 
which they would never be able to attain if they 
remain on the active list and are retired under the 
present laws. 





The annual report of Brig.-Gen. A. McD. Me- 
Cook, commanding the Department of Arizona, 
deals principally with tie Indian troubles within 
the limits of that department during the past year 
and the fruitless efforts of the military and civil 
authorities to capture the notorious Indian refugee, 
“The Kid,” who has committed so many outrages 
in the vicinity of the White Mountain Indian reser- 
vation. 

He calls attention to the conditions surrounding 
the Navajo reservation, which, he says, are a con- 





stant source of anxiety. There are 9,000 of these 
Indians living beyond the limite of the reservation. 
They know nothing of the land laws, and it is hard 
to make them understand that they are trespassing. 
They claim that their people were in full possession 
of these lands before any white le came into 
the country, and that they should have the same 
rights on the unsurveyed lands as the white man. 
Gen. McOook says that a conflict with the Navajoes 
would be a serious matter. There are 16,102 of 
them, and they are well armed. They own 118,798 
head of horses, 1,500,000 sheep and 9,000 head of 
cattle. The tribe is self supporting. 

He has submitted a plan to the Indian Bureau 
providing for the withdrawal of all the Indians to 
places selected for them where they may find 
water and pasturage. 

Gen. McOook recommends that Fort Bowie be 
abandoned, that two barracks be erected at San 
Carlos especially designed to protect the men from 
the intense heat of that climate; that Whipple Bar- 
racks, which was booked for abandonment some 
time ago, be retained as a military post, and that 
new barracks be built, so that the headquarters 
and four companies 11th Iof., now comprising the 
garrison, can be made reasonably comfortable ; 
that Fort Wingate be enlarged ; that an appropri- 
ation be made for the establishment of a regimen- 
tal post at San Diego, Cal. He recommends that 
four experienced teachers be enlisted under condi- 
tions similar to general service men and stationed 
at the most important posts. He opposes a system 
of progressive education prepared by Chaplain 
Allensworth, 24th Inf. The officers’ lyceum, estab- 
lished by G. O. 80, 1891, Gen. McCook says, has 
proven a _ success, and that much good has 
resulted therefrom. The discipline of both offi- 
cers and men Gen. McOook reports most commend- 
able. The trials by G. O. M’s. have decreased, but 
aslight increase occurred iutrials by summary 
courts. Target practice has been carefully, faith- 
fully and honestly carried on.

THE COLUMBIAN PARADES. 


The most striking feature in the Columbian cele- 
bration in New York City this week was the crowds 
of people who assembled to witness the various 
parades. Conservative estimates makes the tota) 
turn-out of spectators not less than a million. They 
were stretched along five miles of streets on Wed- 
nesday in compact masses. Rows ten feet deep 
lined the sidewalks, and atthe streets and other 
openings they were twice as deep. Platforms in- 
numerable lined the way, and hundreds of 
carts were rigged up with tiers of seats. The 
stoops, the windows, the balconies and the house 
tops were packed. The railroads estimate that 
there were half a million strangers in the eity at 
one time. Six hundred thousand crossed on the bridge 
cars from Brocklyn, besides those who crowded 
the foot ways. Over a million passengers were 
carried to and froon the elevated railroads in a 
single day, the total for three days, not including 
those who passed after midnight Wednesday, being 
2,921,537. The highest previous total was 867,000 
forthe day inthe centennial of 1889. Besides 
these, some 300,000 travelled by horse car and 
a much larger number crowded the ferries. These 
are actual statistics of travel and not guess- 
work figures. That these enormous crowds were 
kept in order and saved from accident is admirable 
testimony to the efficiency of the police manage- 
ment under Superintendent Byrnes. 

It will not do to ask too much of such a body as 
the Committee of One Hundred, having the man- 
agement of affiairs, but their work by no means 
equalled that of the similar body organized in 1889. 
The control of the stands for sight-seers was 
not what it should be, and the preparations for the 
press were simply abominable. Tickets, refused to 
those for whom they were intended, turned up in 
the hands of negro wenches and small boys. Re- 
served seats on the stands were occupied before 
those who paid for them could reach them, and 
after selling numerous tickets to some of the stands 
for one of the parades these stands were declared to 
be free. Nor was the management of the military 
parade equal to that in 1889. Long gaps between 
the marched columns stretched out the parade be- 
yond necessary limits. But, as a whole, the cele- 
bration was a success, largely because of circum- 
stances which human prevision could not control, 
The weather during the three days was magnificent, 
and invited forth the enormous crowds who gave 
added effect tothe display. That they were so well 
behaved and so thorcughly good natured is high 
testimony to the character of the American people.

lated by capitalists, wefshould be used on the side 
of labor and should act as willingly. The whole 
department of justice is expressly organized, as 
Blackstone says, first to protect the rights of per- 
sons, and next, the rights of things. If there is any 
law which presses unfairty upon labor, the remedy 
under our theory of government is not resistance, 
but repeal. The Army is not an enemy to labor or a 
friend to capital. It is simply aninstrument. It is 
the spearhead to the spear of popular power. The 
egommunists seem to think that they would have 
an easy task if they could get rid of the soldiers. 
This is a grave mistake. Itis the farmers they 
will have to fight when it comes to a fight to a fin- 
ish. This will be very hard todo, for your honest 
granger not only fights most infernally, but the 
rest of the world is dependent on him for some- 
thing to eat.” 

He shows that the combinations in this country, 
to resist authority, are of foreiga importation.~ Iu 
the only instance he recalls wherein regular troops 
have fired ona mob, it was composed entirely of 
foreigners. That was in the Bowery in New York 
City during the draft riots of 1863. A mob at- 
tacked two companies of the 12th Infantry, with the 
result that the street was covered with the bodies of 
killed and wounded rioters. There was not a native or 
naturalized citizen among the ten thousand miners 
brought down to kill the Chinese during the Evans- 
ville riots of 1885 0n the U. P. Railway. Of the 
two hundred prisoners taken during the Ccour 
D’Alene riots only ten per cent. were born in this 
country, and these were of foreign parentage. 

Col. Anderson’s article suggests the question that 
is speedily coming up for settlement in this coun- 
try; that is as to how far we can permit 
the further indiscriminate importation of men so 
utterly foreign in spirit that we can never infuse 
them with American nationality. The continued in- 
crease in the number of this class is an ever pres- 
ent menace to our liberties. Our great industrial 
progress 1s all well enough, but it should not be al- 
lowed to completely denationaliz> us, as it is in 
danger of doing. 

The cholera scare has put a partial check upon 
immigration, and these temporary restrictions should 
be made permanent. In saying this we are quite 
aware that we are arguing against the supposed in- 
terests of the military class, for nothing gives such 
hopeful promise of an increase of the military es- 
tablishment as the growth of this alien class, and 
the consequent increase of the spirit of lawlessness 
among us. But, asa matter of fact, strange as it 
may seem to the uninformed, there is no class of 
men so ready to sacrifice themselves to secure the 
public peace as are our soldiers. As General Grant 
said, they are so anxious, for peace that they are 
Wi'ling to fight for it; and the thorough conviction 
of this willingness, which is current throughout 
the country, saves them from the necessity for 
fighting. The experience of our Regular Army, in 
its dealings with local interests is a striking history 
of the accomplishment without bloodshed of re- 
sults that seemed to necessitate phlebotomy. Col. 
Anderson illustrates this in what he says of Army 
encounters with mobs. 








SAIL POWER FOR OUR NEW NAVY. 


THE controversy as to the use of sail power in 
modern naval vessels does not appear to be finally set- 
tled, m spite of the fact that the policy of reducing it 
tothe minimum has been adopted for our new Navy. 
An argument for an increase of sail power has been 
founded upon a statement credited an officer of the 
Dolphin that she could not have crossed the Pacific 
had she not had some sail power, as she reached 
Yckohama with but sixteen tons of coal in her 
burkers, The answer to this by the opponents of 
Sails is that the bunker capacity should be increased; 
that even the sixteen tons of coal she saved was 
g00d for two hundred knots at a speed of eight 
knots, or the equivalent of four days’ sailing. On 
one cecasion the Dolphin used sails, while adjust- 
ing the bearings of her engines, en route from San 
Francisco to Honolulu, and though she had the full 
orce of the northeast trades in her favor, she could 
barely keep steerage way, making but two knots an 
hour. With the engines running at eight knots, 


much out of our small ships and probably the space 
for coal might be profitably increased at the expense 
of some other features. It is evident that the coal 
consumption at low speeds has been underestimated 
and in the new ships allowance will be made for 
this and the bunker capacity enlarged. The most 
economical peace cruiser will, no doubt, be found 
to be a vessel of about two thousand tons, having a 
maximum speed of thirteen or fourteen knots. 
Machinery for this power at forced draught would 
be comparatively small, and when worked for a 
speed of say ten to eleven knots would be at nearly 
full power natural dranght. As the boilers and en- 
gines would be designed for this particular power, 
they would work with much greater economy than 
higher powered machinery at the same lower 
power. The space and weight saved in the machin- 
ery could be put in coal, so that we should have a 
greater supply at the same time that we were spend- 
ing it more economically. Such a vessel would be 
of the greatest service in peace, but, of course, in 
time of war, she would be so slow as to be an easy 
prey fora fast cruiser, and would have to be laid 
up at home. It would seem, however, that there is 
room for a considerable number of such ships, and 
that in case of a long peace, they would more than 
pay for themselves, even if, in time of war, they 
have to be Jaid up. Another point against sails is 
that even when the wind is favorable, it may be very 
light. But when it is dead ahead, as is very often 
the case, then the spars and rigging add a very de- 
cided amount to the resistance. One of our ships 
which had been some time out of dock, and which 
was fitted with about three-fourths of full sail 
power, owing to her foul bottom had to send down 
the lower and topsail yard to enable her to proceed 
against a fairly strong head wind. Attention is 
directed in England, too, to the inadequate coa] 
capacity of the twenty-four new second class 
cruisers, and it is urged that it would be well to 
eliminate some tons of comparatively useless timber 
and substitute additional coal bunkers. As it is, 
these vessels are unable to keep the sea for any 
length of time, or even to make a long voyage. 








THE promoters of the proposed Channel bridge 
between England and France have revised their 
plans and now intend to have 72, instead of 121 
piers, giving 73 spans alternating 400 and 500 
metres in length. There will bea clear headway 
of 54 metres at every point between the piers. The 
deepest piers will go 51 metres below the low water 
line, the average being 36 metres, The bridge is 
to be of the cantilever type. The chief problem is 
he foundations. Careful survey shows that the 
bottom of the channel is homogeneous and solid 
chalk, kept free from mud or sand by the rush of the 
tide. Caissons will be used for the foundations. 
These are to be towed to the proper place, and after 
men are sent down in the air chambers to level off 
the bottom the chambers will-be filled with con- 
crete as usual. If it should be found that this 
method cannot be employed for the deepest piers 
the plan of a movable platform followed by Sir Wil- 
liam Arrol at the Tay Bridge will be adopted. This 
can be floated out to the proper position and the 
legs lowered to touch bottom and the platform 
raised clear of the water, the weight of the struc- 
ture being sufficient to hold the apparatus in place 
in spiteof the waves. Eighteen metal columns are 
to be sunk as guides for blocks of con crete having 
vertical holes setting one above another so that 
they can be filled with concrete from above to bind 
the whole together when all are in place. The 
blocks will be lowered to a uniform depth and each 
will have underneath ita sack of concrete, into 
which it willsink by its own weight, thus securing 
a fair bearing at the bottom. The heaviest blocks 
will measure 110 cubic metres, and will weigh, with 
the holes in them, 150 tons in the air. The eaisson of 
concrete and iren thus formed will be filled with 
stone grouted into a solid mass, The upper part of 
the pier will be capped with a solid layer of con- 
crete, faced with granite. Massive saddles will be 
used instead of saddles for erecting the spans. The 
cost is estimated at $163,700,000, and the annual 
revenue at $20,000,000. One-half will be surplus 





for profit after payicg the working expenses, cost 
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that of the Great Northern and the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Railways. The nuaber of passengers is 
calculated at one million annually, the present 
movement between England and the continent being 
700,000, including those going in both. directions. 
In the tunnel iuquiry before the Houee of Commons 
Mr. Oakley estimated that the passenger traffic be- 
tween England and France would be doubled in 
five years and tripled in fifteen. The average fare 
for the million passengers is put down at $2.75 
(14.50 frenes) or about twelve centsa mile. The 
capacity of the bridge will be 1,400,000 passengers 
and 21,120,000 tons of freight annually. Full par- 
ticulars of the enterprise appeared in Bogineering 
for September_23. 








Te case of General Swaim v. the U.S. wil] be 
the first Army case considered by the U. 8. Court 
of Claims during its present session, which began 
Oct. 10. General Swaim, it will be remembered, 
sues for the pay and allowances as Judge-Advoeate 
General, retained and witbbeld under the sentence 
of Court-martial, sinee July 14, 1885. His suit is 
based upon “the illegality of the appoin(ment and 
constitution of the court, its illegal acts and the 
illegal, oppressive and tyranniesl conduct of the 
revi ewing officer of the Court: martial, thus render- 
ing the proceedings, findings and sentence thereof 
illegal and void.” It is further claimed that a 
Court-martial could not legally have jurisdiction 
over the offenee for which tried and that the com- 
position of the court was illegal beeause some of the 
members were junior to him in rank. The case will 
be argued during the present month. 








No man who loves the horre can view otherwise 
than with disgust the imbecile exhibition of stolid 
brutality which is described in the reports of the 
long distanee race between Vienna and Berlin. To 
make such a trial of strength of any value ore ab- 
solutely indispensable condition should have beer 
that the horses weré brought through in good con- 
dition. Instead of that valuable horses were ruined 
for life, and yet the winner of the race was pro- 
moted to a colonelcy in the Prussian Army, though 
he foundered his horse. Undoubtedly, occasions 
may arise in actual service when horses must be 
driven to death to accomplish a necessary purpose 
just as men must be driven to death or shot to 
death. But such necessity does not arise in time 
of peace. The true eavalryman is as careful of his 
horse as he is of himself and regards him as some- 
thing more than a mere means of locomotion, like a 
bicycle or a locomotive. The melaneholy feature 
of this race is in the fact that it was promoted and 
encouraged by the highest authority. The willing- 
ness of German cflicers to compete in sueh a con- 
test upon such terms explains the stories of unne- 
cessary brutality in the ad ministration of discipline 
in the German Army. 








In 1880 President Zachary Taylor, then a Col- 
onel in the Army, wrote a letter to General John 
McNeil, who had just been appointed Surveyor of 
Boston, saying: ‘Iam fully aware that it is al- 
most impossible for us to pursue any profession, 
particularly that of arms, for fifteen or twenty 
years, without forming strong attachments to it in 
various ways, and, of course, must abandon them 
with considerable reluctance, but these are cireum- 
stances which should reccncile us to doing sc, and 
to justify us not only in our own eyes, but that 
of the community. CouldI geta civil appoint- 
ment as respectable, with half the «molument at- 
tached to it as there isto the one you have re- 
ceived, and where I could be locatcd so as to Ffu- 
perintend the education of my children, I would 
resign forthwith; for after serving twenty-two 
years and upwards in the Ar my, all of which time 
on duty, with the exception of a few montbs, with- 
out being stationed two years together at any one 
post during that time, I begin to thick I need 1e- 
pose; but as Ido not possess it flucree encugh to 
procure a civil appointment of apy grade, I eon- 
sider my doom as fixed.” This modest cfiicer, who 
in 1880 declared that he did not possess ir fluence 





enough to procure a civil appointment was, in lesa 
than twenty years from that time, President of the 
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United States and dispenser of thousands of offices, 
having meanwhile established a world wide repu- 
tation as asoldier. There is hope forthe young 
men of our Army. 





Tas London Chronicle publishes an interview 
with Colonel Cody (“‘ Buffalo Bill"’) anent the long 
4Mistance ride, and quotes the gallant colonel as say- 
ing that the rides of the United States cavalry in 
the West eclipse anything of the kind in horseman- 
ship ever done in Europe. He instanced the ride of 
the 4 hand 6b Cavalry in 1879, when they rode to 
the relief of Payne. 








Wuo Prince George of Wales, heir to the throne 
of Great Britain, will eventually marry ia the lead- 
ing topic in fashionable circles in London at pres- 
ent. There seems also to bea popular wish that he 
should leave the navy and join the army, but he is 
quoted as saying: ‘They may make me honorary 
‘oolonel of all the regiments they please, and all that 
sort of thing, but the navy's good enough for me.’’ 
When he was iu command of the Melampus this 
summer he got up all sorts of amusements for his 
men, and the bluejackets swear by him. 





A Curcaco “ ex-soldier of eleven years’ service "’ 
says he deposited a letter in a letter-box in that city 
and it lay there six hours before being collected, 
and then asks tbe pertinent question, “ Vhy doesn’ t 
Uncle Sam give men that have servved ten years in 
the Army and been discharged with good character 
positions as letter carriers, etc.?"’ That is just the 
question we ourselves have been a‘king for many 
years past, but so far Uncle Sam hasn't responded. 
Perhaps the condition of affairs in Chicago, as repre- 
sented by our correspondent, may have some effvot 
opon him, but we very much doubt it. 








Tae London Army and Navy Gazette says: “Col- 
onel Cavanagh is reported to have addressed the 
69:h New York Regiment before they set out to 
Fire Island to put down the disgraceful and cruel 
manifestations of the Long Islaiders against the 
miserable emigrants in the following words: ‘We 
go todo ourduty! If weare driven from Fire Is- 
Jand, | am confident there will not be a man alive 
to tell the ta’e to-morrow.’ These ave dark and 
mysterious sayings. If driven from the island, 
where, why, and how could the remnants of the 
ga’ ‘ant corps come to utter annibilation? It is puz- 
giing.” This story about Colonel Cavanagh came 
originally to the ARMY AND NAvy JourNaAtu office, 
but we questioned its authenticity. And what will 
Senator McPherson, Mr. E. L. Godkiv, of the Even- 
dng Post, Mr. A. M, Palmer, and others of like a:pir- 
ations,eay to this characterization of them as

LIEUTENANT REITVENSTEIN, the German rider in 

the long dis‘ance race who made the best time be- 
tween Berlin and Vienna, rode a horse named Lepp- 
apringe, twelve years old, an Irish thoroughbred 
that had been originally used as a carriage horse. 
During the ride the horse gota rest of from one to 
two hours every 125 miles. He was then rubbed 
with water and alotion. His food consisted of oats 
and peas, and be was afterwards given a drink of 
lukewarm water with Carlsbad salts asa digestive. 
After Lieut. Reitzenstein rode thirty miles, following 
this feed the horse was given a fresh feed of hay 
mixed with Carlsbad salts, and then a cake made of 
corn, oats, eggs,and a little flour. Every twelve 
m iles the animal's mouth and head were sponged 
w ith cold water. The lieutenantslept in the saddle 
a od bie diet on the rosd was warm milk, tea, eggs, 
and brardy and water. A Berlin despatch, referring 
to the nde, eays: ‘‘Scme of the horses are irrepara- 
bly mjured. In one stall isa beautiful mare, with 
both ber bird hoofs split. Sbe is steaming and 
aweating, and is evidently in great agony. She made 
ibe distance frcm Florisdorf to Berlin in 82 hours. 
©! fifty others inspected, fifteen are disabled for 
life. The thoroughbreds suffered the most. The 
ecndition of the animals is pitiable. Some Hungar- 
isn borses that are scarcely bigger than ponies seem 
to be in wonderfully gocd condition.” 








Noricine the opening of the Naval War College

this country can regard with indifference. Rather 
should it be to Englishmen an opportunity for ex- 
amining their own efforts in this direction, since it 
gives them a standard wherewith to compare the 
possible value and usefulness of their own institu- 
tions. * * In this connection itis pertinent to 
mention the able and interesting publications of 
the United States [ntelligence Bureau, to the di- 
rection of which his many friends in Eogland will 
be pleased to see the appointment of Captain 
Chadwick, who was long a popular attaché of the 
United States Legation here. The ‘Information 
from Abroad’ series, issued by this Bureau, is at 
once the most useful and most accurate index of 
naval progress that is published in any country.”’ 








Tue contest for the control of the Mediterranean

It was submitted totbe offivers 
serving at all the department headq iarters. ‘“ The 
signaturee, in favor of the change represent,”’ 
as we are informed not only nine-tenths of 
those on duty at the several heaiquartcrs, but em- 
brace every branch of the military service, and in- 
clude nearly all the comma iding generals.

For these reasop3 we respectfully request that the pres- 
ent undress coat be modilled in accordance with the follow- 
ing suggestions which will tend to insure to officers of the 
Army a garment suitable for daily use or undress wear not 
likely to become an every-day garb for persons notin the 
military service.

PAYM \8sTER CHARLES D. MANsFreL_p, U. 8. Navy, 
retired, who died at Baltimore, Md., Oct. 2, was ap- 
pointed an acting assistant paymaster in 1864, at- 
tained the grade of paymaster in 1875, and was re- 
tired from active service in 1878. 


CAPTAIN EpwakRp MaGrree, Corps of Engineers,

was born ip Tennessee, Aug. 31, 1847; was appointed 
from that State to the Military Academy in 1868, was 
rredvated in 1867, ninth in his class, and was pro- 
twoted to the Corps of Engineers, attaining the grade 
of captain in 1881. Captain Maguire was a most 
valuable cfficer, highly esteemed in his corps and 
by bis superiors, and since his graduation, over a 
quarter of a century ago, bas held many responsible 
positions. In 1884 he wrote a valuable professiona! 
work, entitled ‘‘The Attack and Defence of Coast 
Fortifications.”" His death will be sincerely re- 
gretted by a large circle of friends in and out of the 
Army. The remains were taken to Detroit for in- 
terment. Oaptain Maguire was a brother-in law of 
Major Adams, of his Corps. 

WE regret to note the death at Detroit, Mich., 
Sept. 27, of Mrs. Jennings, wife of Capt. Gilbert 8S.

Dr James H. STEwART, who died at Baltimore, 
Oct. 8, was a son of George H. Stewart, who resigned 
as captain, 1:t U.S. Cavalry, April 22.

FUNERAL services over the remains of Mrs. Chas 
Henry Davie, widow of Rear Admiral Davis, U. 8- 
Navy, and mother-in-law of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
were held in St. Paul's Church, Boston, Oct. 10. Dr. 
O iver Wendell Holmes was among the mourners. 
The interment was at Mt. Auburn. 


Wma. HeywarRpD DRayTon, a well known lawyer, 
of Philadelphia, and president of the Boavd of Vity 
Truste, died in that —- Oot. 11, aged 75 years The 
founder of the American family of the D-aytons 
wasa famous Southern jurist, Wm. Drayton, grand- 
father of the deceased, who was born in South 
Carolina in 1733 and died in 1790. The first Drayton 
was Chief Justice of the pryrenee of East Fiorida in 
1768, and was deprived of his office duriag the Revo- 
lution on account of suspected sympathy with the 
atriots of his native State, but was afterwards re- 
unstated. After the war he became Judge of the 
Admiralty Court of South Carolina, was Associate 
Justice of the State until 1789, and was afterwards 
appointed the first U.S. Judge for the district of 
South Carolina. Col. Wm D-ayton, of Charleston 
S. C., the father-of Wm. Heyward, wasalawyer and 
soldier of considerable renown. At the beginning 
of the war Wm. Drayton had four sons. Of these 
Thomas Fenwick was a brigadier-general in the Con- 
federate service. The second son, Percival, was a 
distinguished officer of the U. 8. Navy, and at the 
time of bis death, in 1865, then a captain, was chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation. The third son was the 
late Dr. Henry E. Drayton, of N. Y. City, whose 
son, J. Coleman Drayton, married Miss Augusta, 
one of the daughters of the late Wm. Astor. The 
fourth son was the Wm. Heyward Dayton who 
died on Oct.1l. The death of this distinguished 
gentleman will be sincerely regretted.

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COLUMBIAN PARADE AT NEW YORE. 


Toe military parade in New York on October 12, 
1s82, though the great feature of the occasion, was 
pot nearly so large as that of April, 1889, still it was 
very interesting, and the military taking part is 
deserving of credit for the appearance it made. 
Fach year seems to bring out a better showing gen- 
erally, especially as to steadiness. Tbe intervals be- 
tween men in many instances were not kept, and in 
companies of large fronts the six inches prescribed 
seemed almost impossible to keep. There was not one 
company in the entire parade as it passed the re- 
viewing etand at the Worth Monument that main~ 
tained its intervals throughout. In the preservation 
of intervals the cadets from the U. S. M. A., the 7th, 
2d and 23d Regiments of New York were the best, 
and for general steadiness in passing reviewing 
point the above, together with the Essex Troop of 
New Jersey, are fairly entitled to the honors. The U. 
8. Troops, as they invariably do, made a handsome 
showing,fully maintaining their reputation as a serv- 
iceable and reliable body of men. The Marine and 
Blue Javgets made a splendid showing, snd their 
marching and general appearance was very cred- 
itable. The fine “set up” of the West Point Cadets 
was very noticeable. Pennsylvania’s contingent 
made a most striking and effectiveappearance. As 
far as looks went they resembled the ideal Army 
more than the regular troops did even. It wasa 
great strain on the troops from the Keystone State— 
heavily equipped as they were—but they bore it ad- 
mirably. The fine physique of Connecticut’s troops 
was noteworthy. New York's troops in comparison 
with those of other States certainly held their own- 

The so-called official programme was an abomina- 
tion—full of errors and a disgrace to those responsi- 
ble. It takes well-versed military men to handle 
these and other arrangements in convection with 
snch @ parade, and this time they were evidently 
overlooked. The arrangements for the parade of 40,- 
000 of April, 1889, were far in advance of this one, and 
the troops were far more easily handled, for the rea- 
sop that a competent Military Committee was at the 
head. The press arrangements were very poor. 
Reputable newspapers desiring representatives in 
the space allotted reporters at the Grand Stand could 
not get them there, while colored servant girls, boys 
and others had the necessary tickets, to the exclu- 
sion of those who should have them. The police ar- 
rangements could hardly be excelled, and the or- 
ders of Inspector Byrnes to his subordinates proved 
to be just what were wanted. The following notes

THE NAVAL PARADE, 


The naval parade of Tuesday was a grand display 
of the resources of a great metropolis, but as a 
strictly naval function it can hardly be called a bril- 
liant success. The exhibition on the part of our 
Navy was meagre,and it was found impossible to 
maintain any order in the formation of the mercan- 
tile marine, which greatl interfered with the 
strictly naval display. essels of all sizes and 
classes, from a harbor tug or naphtha launch to a 
first-class river steamer, streamed up North River, 
maintaining only such order as was forced upon 
them | the exigencies of navigation in a crowded 
channel. The whims of the steamboat captains 
were beyond the possibility of control. You might 
as well have striven to turn aside the free flowing 
waters of the Hudson. Sixteen tugs, manned by 
the Naval Reserve, under command of Commander 
J. W. Miller, ac as vidette boats. 

The order of the parade, as arranged in advance, 
was given in the JOURNAL of last week, page 107. 
The only foreign flags represented were the French 
by two vessels and the Spanish and Italian, each by 
a single vessel. Neither England nor Germany 
honored us with a representative. In the function 
at Genoa last month forty-two war vessels, repre- 
senting fourteen distinct powers, were present. 
England and Austria each sent three; the United 
Sta Roumania, the Argentine Republic, each 
two, and Germany, Portugal, Holland, Greece and 
Mexico each one.

ef the Hudson were fringed by a dense mass of hu- 
manity, swarming like bees upon the wharves, the 
streets, the public parks, the house-tops, the boats 
and even the railroad cars along the river front. 
The New Jersey shore was similarly occupied, and 
it was impossible to compute the number of craft 
that covered the river itself, and pressed upon one 
another in their eagerness to seoure the best posi- 
tion for sight-seeing. Some of these vessels were 
dan usly overcrowded, but the river was fortu- 
nately as smooth as glass, and no casualties are re- 
ported beyond the rubbing of one steamer against 
another. The men-of-war assembled ip Gravesend 
Bay the night before, and as they passed the forts 
in the harbor on the way up tne river they ex- 
changed salutes. Salutes were again fired as the 
men-of-war arrived apace Riverside Park, where 
Gen. Grant lies buried, and as the fleet started on 
the return down the rivera most ghastly din was 
by the steam whistles sounding together. 
Three fire boats gave novelty to the affair by 
throwing huge streams of water high into the air. 
Through carelessness or mischief one of these was 
directed against an exoursion boat, deluging the 
passengers with water. This was very amusing for 
the spectators, but decidedly unpleasant for the re- 
cipients of this involuntary shower bath, some of 
whom were ladies in gala costume. 

The First Battalion of Naval Militia, 8. N. Y., 
which acted as an escort to the immense fleet, was 
assigned to a number of tugs, kindly loaned free of 
charge by the owners. The battalion was formed 
atthe Maritime Exchange shortly after 94. m., 
from which the several detachments marched to 
the tugs assigned to them as follows:

One gun’s crew of about sixteen men, including 
signal men was assigned to each tug. 

he Flagship of Commander Miller was the tug G. 
E, Evarts, of the Pulver Line. These tugs were the 
finest in the harbor, and tbe generosity of the own- 
ers in allowing their use when all of them could 
have been hired outis highly to be commended. 
That prominent firms connected with the Merchant 
Marine combine in helping the battalion, speaks 
volumes for its worth. En route to Gravesend Bay 
squadrons were given numerous orders by flag from 
Commander Miller’s tug, which were quickly inter- 
preted and obeyed. The tugs moved in single file, 
and later in column of squadrons. On the way down 
the men manned the starboard side of the tugs, salut- 
ing Governor Flower. Off South Beach an excellent 
turn to port, in column of squadrons, was made, 
and the vessels of the battalion, after saluting the 
Saep and foreign men-of-war, formed column of 
wings in close order, and proceeded up the Bay, the 
men-of-war and other vessels following. Off 130th 
St. the fleet of battalion formed in single file and 
steamed in a circle around the stake boat off Fort 
Washington, the intervals of about 150 feet between 
each'tug being correctly observed. The battalion 
circled past the flagship and saluted. 

The great mass of vessels of all descriptions, in- 
stead of continuing on in the order prescribed and 
around the big derricks, used as a stake boat, stood 
about the men-of-war, or turned about for home, 
thus marring the effect of the parade at the finish. 
En route home the fieet of the battalion saluted 
each man-of-war as it passed them. The evolutions 
of the day were highly creditable to the Naval Bat- 
talion, and the captains of the tugs, who, with one 
exception (in the 4th Division) showed great skill in 
manouvring. The JOURNAL representative was on 
tug No. 12, the flagship of Lieutenant Mowbray, 
which, under command of Captain Seaman was one 
the best handled in the fleet.

The parade of the school children in New York on 
Monday last was a fine display, and one of its most 
interesting features was the turnout of the Indian 
pupils from the Carlisle school, under Capt. Pratt. 
He is to be congratulated upon the opportunity he 
has made such excellent use of to — say before 
such a concourse the results of his work. An inci- 
dental result was the impression given of the value 
of military organization and training. Public in- 
structors testify to the excellent effect of such mili- 
tary drill as they have had in improving the char- 
acter of their pupils, and making them more man- 
ageable and teachable. The Catholic societies also 
made a grand display on Tuesday night, but as our 
chief concern is with the military features of the

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OUR NATIONAL GUN FOUNDRIES. 


Nos. XXV. anv X XVI. of the series of articles on 
“Modern United States Artillery,” appearing in 
Pngincering, describe the ** National Gun Factory ”’ 
at Waterviiet Arsenal, and tbe Naval Foundry at 
Wasbingeton. Of the Armv Foundry we are told 
that ‘“‘ tbe grounds contain 109 ®cres of land, and on 
the enet have a frontage of 1 600 feet on the Hudson 
River, 800 feet of which is «tone wharf. To the 
west the grovrds exterd 1,700 feet; to the Erie 
Canal, about 600 feet from the river, and to within 
200 feet of the Delaware and Hudson Reilroad.” 

A history of the recent enlargement of the works 
is given, end a description of the manufacture of 
the 8-in. B. L. steel rifle. The operations before 
sbrinkivg on the jacket are thus described: The gun 
steel forgings from which the gun is made, are pur- 
cbased from private manufacturers. The principal 
sources of supply arethe Betblebem Steel Company, 
the Midvale Stee] Company and tbe Cambria Lron 
Company, all located in Pennsvivania. The steel is 
wade by the open-heartb process, and after casting 
it is forged, rough bored, and turned to within 0.25 
inv. of its finiehed diameter and Jengtb, and then oil- 
tempered and annealed. 

As the oil-temperive tends to warp the long pieces, 
such as tube or long hoop forgings, great care and 
*kill is required in order to turn serviceable pieces 
from them. 

The forgines, as received at the factory, are bored 
to nearly their finished dimensions in the interior 
and turned on the exterior to dimensions slightly 
greater than their finished size. the object being to 
leave just enough metal to finish and no more, since 
an excess of metal would interfere with the oil- 
tempering upon which many of the valuable prop 
erties of the steel depend. 

The Tube —The firat step is to inspect the tube 
carefully, measure its interior and exterior dia 
meters at a sufficient number of points to see that 
there is enough metal to finish to the prescribed di- 
mensions. The tube is next tested for warping, since 
it may beso bent in the oil-tempering that, although 
the prescribed dimensions areall correct, the boring 
tool will not be able to pass through the tube with- 
out “running out.” 

The instrument to test for warping is simply a 
lever of equal arms pivoted ata fixed point. The 
tube is mounted in a lathe and centred at the breech 
and muzzle so that it will not run true at those 

oints. One end of the lever carrying a small point 
s introduced ivto the bore and kept pressed against 
it as the tube revolves. The other end of the lever, 
resting against a scale, is the indicator. If the tube, 
at the point tested, is eccentric, the indicator wilt 
move up and down as the tube revolves, and the 
eccentricity is thus measured. The tube is tested at 
reguler intervals, and the plotted results will show 
whether the tube is serviceable or not. In case the 
eccentricity is not too great it can be corrected by 
shiftiog the ends of the tube, and making the bor- 
ing tool start eccentrically, and gradually dim- 
lauhing its eccentricity with the length of travel of 
the tool. 

Boring.—After being centred, the breech end is 
faced aud ail measurements laid off from this end, a 
certain allowance being madeiu Jength for finish- 
ing. The tube cannot be bored before sbrinkage to 
the exact diameter of #iv., asthe shrinking on of 
the jacket and hoops is likely to warp it slightly. 

The powder chamber is then bored to 9 30 in. with 
the roughing tool, then reamed to 9,40io., and the 
conical slope connecting the powder chamber with 
me -—— bore is then rough-bored with a taper bor- 
ng tool. 

After the preliminary boring is finished, centres 
are inserted in the bore at the breech and muzzle,

"In its issue for Sept. 30, Engineering desurives the 
Naval Gun Factory at Washington. It says: ‘In 
1890 the gun factory prover was comp!eted, all of 
the machinery was in place in the south gunshop 
and the shon in full operation. The 110 ton crane 
was erected, tested and found satisfactory. Some 
of the large Jathes have,been delivered, and the 
others will be completed and in place by April, 1893. 
The designs for these Jathes are considered superior 
to any at present in existence abroad. The Balti- 
mors and Potomac Railroad has sidings run into 
every shop, so that forgings can be plaed on the 
cars at the foundry of the Bethlehem Iron Com- 
pany, where they are obtained, and without fur- 
ther handling can be delivered directly to the gun 
factory. The procese of manufacture of the guns is 
very similar to that employed by the Army Gun 
Factory at Watervliet, New York. The increase in 
the machinery and in experience has greatly lessen- 
ed the cost of manufacture.”

The average cost of the first ten 6 inch gun carri- 
ages was $655.66 and of the fifth ten $282 40. 

Several interesting new designs have recently been 
turned out by the Naval Guu Factory. A breech 
mechanism for 1010. and 12 in. guns bas been de- 
signed, in which the couotinuous revolution of a 
crank revolves and unlocks the block, withdraws ir, 
and swings it clear of the breech. The reverse mo- 
tion of the crank closes and locks the breech. A 
new breech mechanism for rapid firing guns, 
known as the Dashiell breech mechanism, has been 
constructed. It works by the simple motion of a 
lever, the moving of whicb, asin the Canet system, 
in one direction opens the breech, and in the oppo- 
site closes it. This gun is mounted on a very com- | 
pact and handy carriage. <A field carriage for rapid 
a om. with landing parties, has also been con- 
structed. 


Describing the new Naval Proving Ground at 
Indian Head, 26 miles below Washington, on the 
Potomac River, Engineering says: “ Che site was a 
marshy valley covered with undergrowth. The 
marsh has been drained; a wharf and sea wall of 
piles. several feet higher than the greatest freshet 
record, inclosing the water front, has been built; 
a railroad for the travelling crane and fiat cars has 
been constructed connecting the wharf and slip 
with the velocity and range and armor batteries; a 
firiog butt bas been finished and is in satisfactory 
operation ; and the necessary appasatus for measur- 
ing velocities are in working order. Gun platforms 
for all calibres from the smaller rapid fire to the 
12-in. gun bave been erected and are ready for use; 
three bomb proofs bave been completed; the chrono- 
graphs and targets are io position; necessary roads 
bave been finished; and a chronograph-house, maga- 
zine, store-bouse, stable, and other necessary build- 
ings bave been completed. Three officers’ quarters 
have been completed, and a building will be erected 
for the accommodation of occasional visitors and 


boards of officers. Three target butts have been put 
up for use in testing the new American arwor- 
s+) and a curved structure has been erected for 
the tests of barbette armor. Preparations are almost 
completed for the tests of armor-piercing projec- 
tiles. A scow is being built for the transportation 
of, material from the gun factory to the proving 
zround. The proving ground will have telegraphic 
communications with Washington, and a steam 
launch has also been purchased for the use of the 
station. One of the valuable features of the ground 
is a railway crane, by means of which it is possible 
to send guns, as large as 8in.in calibre, from the 
Washington Gun Factory to the proving ground, 
prove, and returao them to the factory the same day. 
The instruments have been transferred from the 
proving ground at Annapolis to Indian Head, and 
the first guv, a 6-in. breechloading rifle, was tested 
at the latter place on January 24, 1890 Since then 
all reception tests of naval powder and armor, and 
the proof and tests of all naval guns and mounts, 
have — conducted at this new naval proving 
ground.” 


A NEW FRENCA ARMORED CRUISER. 


THE Dupuy de Lome, built at Brest from the 
plave of M. De Bussy. was launched so long ago as 
Oct. 27, 1890, but is only now approaching comple- 
tion. She differs from all previous ships of her 
class in that she is fitted with three screws, and from 
all modern ships of her class in that she is covered 
with what is practically a complete coating of ar- 
mor; there are now building five other cruisers 
which partake of some of her leading veculiarities. 
Censtructed entirely of steel, she is 374 ft. lone and 
515 ft. broad; deoth of 357 ft.; draught, aft, 246 ft.; 
mean draught, 23 ft.; displacement, 6.300 tons. The 
length of the Dupuy de Lome is 7.26 times her 
breadth. Her proportions indeed are almost like 
those of a torpedo-boat catcher, and with engines 
indicating 14,000 horse power, under forced draught, 
she will do her 20 knots; and, working with natural 
draught, 17.5 knots. 

Like nearly all French warships of large siz, she 
tumbles home very considerably all round, and 
particularly so at the bows, where her form is tbat 
of the toe of a boot; but she has a high freeboard, 
— every appearance of being a comfortable 
cra 

The arrangement of the Dupuy de Lome’s arma- 
ment 1s peculiar. Just forward of amidships on 
each broadside there ia on the upper deck a spon- 
sop suppor'ing a 7.46 in. ll-ton breechloading gun— 
model of 1887—of 45 calibres. Each is covered by a 
revolving 394 in., armored turret that is moved 
by bydraulic machiney. Between these turrets 
and along the greater part of the upper deck, runs 
a light superstructure, which is very sbarp for- 
ward, and at its extreme end, slightly raised above 
the superstructure deck, isa a6.2 in. 65-ton quick- 
firing gun of 45 calibres. Two more guns of the 
same model are placed on 8 somewhat lower level, 
in such @& manner that one commands each bow. 
All these guns are in separate turrets,as above. At 
the stern the arrangement is similar, save that the 
three 6.2 in. quick-firing guns are all on the super- 
structure deck. [n consequence the ship can fire 
simultaneously, either right ahead or right astern, 
two 7.46 in. and three 62 in guns; and on either 
beam, one 7.46 in. and four 6 2 in. guns. 

Toere are two large military masts of steel, and 
in the interior of each is a winding staircase, which 
leads to the lower top. These masts, which are 
pierced, will serve in action as conning towers. 
Each carries in its lower top two 3-pounder quick- 
tiring guns, and in its upper top an electric search- 
light projector. A little abaft of the forward group
